O utM issile Site 


SAIGON, South Viet Nam Ap­ 
plying in bad weather, U. S. 
Navy fighter-bombers reported 
they knocked out a missile site 
in North Viet Nam Monday, 
destroying two rocket launch­ 
ers. High-flying B52 bombers 
from Guam plastered Viet Cong 
positions near the Cambodian 
border. 


For the second day in a row, 
no Communist MIGs rose to 
challenge the U. S. planes over 
North Viet Nam. But ground 
fire knocked down two Ameri­ 
can planes. 
The pilots were 
brought out in hazardous res­ 
cues. 
Aground, the Viet Cong and the 
North 
Vietnamese 
regulars 


avoided combat as the fighting 
lull extended to a third week. 
Wonder was growing as to the 
whereabouts of these forces. 
U. S. troops have made suc­ 
cessive sweeps of wide areas 
of South Viet Nam without find­ 
ing many Viet Cong. They have 
met no North Vietnamese, who 
American commanders say are 
infiltrating South at the rate of 
5,500 a month. 
U. S. Marines completed a 
four-day 
search-and-destroy 
operation north of Da Nang and 
reported killing five Viet Cong. 
Marines south of Da Nang have 
killed 69 Viet Cong and captured 
six plus 223 suspects in an oper­ 
ation now in its 12th day. 
The U. S. 25th Division ended 
Operation 
Longfellow in the 
central highlands with little re­ 
sult. A spokesman said the 
“ Tropic 
Lightning” Division 
killed six Viet Cong and seized 
66 suspects in the 15-day cam­ 
paign. 


The missiles site 
destroyed 
was 34 miles northeast of Vinh 
in the southern panhandle near 
the Gulf of Tonkin. Shyhawks 
and Crusaders from the car­ 
rier Hancock unloaded rockets 
and 500- and 1,000-pound bombs 
on the surface-to-air missile 
site. They reported the site was 
saturated 
and 
two missile 
launchers were destroyed. 


In all, American planes flew 
more than 300 sorties in keep­ 
ing up the aerial hammering. 
The B52 strike close to Cam­ 
bodia 
followed up Sunday’s 
bomber attack on suspected Viet 
Cong troop concentrations in the 
same 
area 
in 
Tay 
Ninh 
Province 70 miles northwest of 
Saigon. 
Bombs plummeted about 2 1/2 
m iles from the Cambodian fron­ 
tier. u. S. 1st Infantry Division 
troops and two regiments of 
South Vietnamese troops are on 
a sweep-and-destroy operation 
here and have traded shots with 
Viet Cong who sought refuge in 
Cambodia. 
The pilots snatched from the 
ground in North Viet Nam were 
Navy Lt. Richard Mansfield of 
Brattleboro, Vt., and Air Force 
Capt. James M. Ingalls of Palo 
Alto, Calif. 
Mansfield’s Shyhawk was hit 
on a mission near the coast 
and he parachuted to safety. A 
helicopter 
from the 
carrier 
Ranger came to his rescue. But 
its hoist jammed and he was left 
dangling 30 feet below the heli­ 
copter. 
In a hail of ground fire, the 
helicopter flew out to the South 
China Sea with the pilot dangling 
from the cable. There, Mans­ 
field was lowered to the water 
second helicopter picked him 
up.

When Associated Press cor­ 
respondent Peter Arnett leaped 
off the helicopter into the little 
rice paddy, Viet Cong fire still 
ripped at the U.S. 
Marine 
armored column. 
Three wrecked personnel car­ 
riers and a tank lay in the mud. 
Seven Americans were dead, 28 
injured. 
The Viet Cong had knocked 
out Marine supply column 21 
when 
the 
helicopter inad­ 
vertently landed the 31-year- 
old correspondent in the battle 
zone and then flew off. 
Arnett 
moved 
among the 
wounded survivors and with his 
camera and notebook gathered 
one of the notable action stories 
of the war. 
U.S. officials in Saigon denied 
that any American armored 
vehicles had been lost to the 
guerrillas 
— until Arnett’s 
photographs and first-hand ac­ 
count appeared. 
The story of the death of the 
Marine column last August and 
other memorable newsbeats in 
his four years in Viet Nam won 
for Arnett Monday the 1966 Pul­ 
itzer Prize for international re ­ 
porting. 
The announcement came over 
the news wires in Saigon just 
before 5 a.m. and caught Arnett 
sleeping. His colleagues woke 
him up. 
“ For me, a New Zealander, to 
win this greatest of journalistic 
prizes for covering a news story 
as controversial and important 
to the United States as Viet 
Nam reaffirms my faith in the 
tradition of the free American 
press, he said. 
Arnett competed against 
a 
field of more than 300 newsmen 
in Viet Nam. Like the Viet 
Cong, some of them joked, Ar­ 
nett seemed to be everywhere. 
If any reporter made it to a bat­ 
tle area, lt was usually Arnett. 
He believes that a reporter 
must experience the sweat and 
danger of a jungle war rather 
than depend on press briefings 
and official communiques in 
Saigon’s air-conditioned 
of­ 
fices. 
Arnett often drives a small 
rented car 
on jungle roads 
where Viet Cong are known to 
prowl. On one of these jaunts he 
discovered a U.S. Information 
Agency film crew staging a 
mock battle scene with real 
troops guarding the perimeter 
to prevent an interruption by 
the actual enemy. 
When Arnett’s story hit the 
front pages, Washington can­ 
celed the project. 
During the fighting in the la 
Drang Valley last November, 
Arnett risked his life on a patrol 
in Viet Cong territory. 
His account of the valor of 
young, 
inexperienced Ameri­ 
cans in their first major battle 
of the war was printed through­ 
out the world. 
Arnett was the first to dis­ 
close one of the oddest stories 
of 
the war, 
a Vietnamese 
peasant with a live grenade 


Imbedded in his back. 
The successful surgery 
by 
American doctors provided a 
dramatic sidelight on suffering 
by the innocent and U.S. efforts 
to east it. 
Arnett broke the story that 
South Vietnamese troops had 
occasionally used rlot-control 
gas supplied by the 
United 
States. 
Despite 
Immediate 
anguish 
among 
Washington 
officials 
over the resulting international 
furor, Arnett’s account created 
better public understanding of 
the nature of the war. 
Arnett is an outgoing man 
whose easy manner belies his 
Intense drive and dedication. He 
grew up in Riverton, an old 
whaling port on New Zealand’s 
south island. He once remarked 
that the only way to leave was 
to go to sea or become a re­ 
porter. 
At 17, Arnett joined the South­ 
land Times infavergll, 16miles 
away, and went to college at 
night. He moved on to the Wel­ 
lington Standard, took steerage 
passage to Australia, and landed 
a job on the Sydney Sun. He 
hoped to make lt to London’s 
famed newspaper row, Fleet 
Street. 
Leaving Australia in 1958, he 
got as far as Bangkok, Thai­ 
land, where he worked for the 
English - language 
Bangkok 
World. 
The publisher sent him to 
Laos to begin a regional edition 
in Vientiane, the capital, but a 
coup in 1960 cut short the enter­ 
prise. 
A few months later the AP 
sent him to Indonesia as a regu­ 
lar staff member. His work 
there won his assignment to Sai­ 
gon in March 1962.

CHANGING THE TIMES 
The Times of London, a newspaper with which 
the adjectives usually associated are ‘‘good” 
and “grey,” is almost two centuries old. Pub­ 
lication began in 1785. The paper is rich in 
tradition, and changes are rare. That’s why it’s 
news that today, Tuesday, May 3, The Times 
will begin putting news on Page 1. 
For very near all of its long life The Times 
has devoted its front page to classified ad­ 
vertising, including a variety of personal notices, 
which one member of the staff has said, gave 
the newspaper “probably its only personal 
touch.” The other items included birth, death, 
marriage and legal notices and shipping an­ 
nouncements. 
' , f * 
The Times in the late 18th and early 19th 
centuries frequently carried parliamentary re­ 
ports alongside the classifieds. Otherwise the 
ads-only rule has been broken only on Nov. 
7, 1805 with a dispatch on the battle of Trafalgar 
and on Jan. 24, 1965 when Sir Winston Churchill 
died. 
The most recent change in the format of the 
London daily was on Oct. 3, 1932, when it 
began using the Times New Roman type, designed 
by Stanley Mori son. This is now probably one 
of the most widely used type dresses in the 
world. 
The Times, which has long been in the Astor 
family—the Hon. Gavin Astor is now controlling 
owner and board chairman—is not to be con­ 
fused with The Sunday Times, owned by the 
Thomson newspaper empire, or The Financial 
Times, which is owned by Financial News 
Ltd. and caters to Britain’s business com­ 
munity.

HOW TO LOSE FREEDOM WITHOUT EVEN 
TRYING 
Americans are told that their freedom can be 
lost. We should believe this because the evidence 
is plain to see. 
How is freedom lost? It is not difficult. As a 
matter of fact, it is possible to develop a kind of 
“do it yourself” kit on losing freedom. There 
are ten easy steps. 
First of all, ignore our responsibilities as citi­ 
zens. People who exercise their right to vote 
are impossible to handle when power groups 
try to take over. But when people ignore this 
responsibility, they create a vacuum in the body 
politic. It can be said with certainty that this 
vacuum will be filled by power-hungry minority 
groups. 
The second step is to be a complainer, not a 
doer. The doers are the natural enemies of 
those who would steal freedom away because 
the doers are apt to know what is actually 
going on in their own backyards, and are most 
likely to oppose anything that is antifreedom. 
Third, stop thinking. Thinkers are always a 
danger to power groups. Dictators know that 
when everyone is thinking alike, no one is think­ 
ing at all. They encourage with every means 
at their command the mindless mass response 
tc / every important question. As a matter of 
fact, we could begin by not bothering to find 
out what totalitarianism means. We could also 
begin by taking the attitude that if we ignore 
totalitarianism it will just disappear. Taking 
such an attitude would be a significant step 
toward losing freedom. 
Fourth, avoid becoming well-informed. The 
very basis of freedom is an informed public, 
and the first step of any dictator is to devise 
ways of keeping the public ignorant. We might 
get in training for this by listening only to 
light entertainment programs on radio and tele­ 
vision and avoiding patriotic discussions of the 
topics of the day. We might also concentrate 
solely on the comic strips in our daily news­ 
papers without reading and analyzing the signifi­ 
cant news. 
As a fifth step, we could try to narrow our 
thinking. We must accept no opinion but our own, 
and demand that everyone who differs with us— 
or who worships differently — should be locked* 
up. People who think and act this way are 
tools in the hands of those who want to deny 
freedom to everyone—including the narrow­ 
minded people themselves. 
In the “do it yourself” kit for losing freedom, 
step number six is, “ Let George do it.” The 
more we ignore our individual responsibility as 
citizens, the more opportunity we leave for 
others to take over. 
Then, as a seventh step, we must never speak 
out against injustice. Be apathetic, sit back and 
let the world pass by. If we don’t like what we 
see, we can imitate the ostrich and stick our 
heads in the sand. Everything will be all right 
later. 
Eighth, we must be ignorant of our con­ 
stitutional rights. It’s so much easier to take 
awav people’s rights when the people don’t 


* 
know they have them in the first place. 
The ninth rule is to assume that everything, 
particularly the problems of government, is 
too big and too complicated to understand. 
We must make up our minds that we are just 
a little people, and that big problems concern­ 
ing freedom should be left to big men with the 
brains and experience to understand them. 
Once a sufficient number of people adopt this 
attitude as a way of life then it will be easy 
for the wrong kind of “big” men to take over. 
Then, as a tenth rule, we must assume “It 
can’t happen here.” This is the historic step 
toward slavery. The people who felt this way 
laughed at the small handful of communists in 
Russia and said that such an absurd little group 
could never assume power in a vast nation. In 
Italy, the same thing was said about the fascists. 
In Germany, the people were scornful about the 
ridiculous nazis. 
In the United States? How many people look at 
the numerical weakness of the Communist Party 
and laugh at the idea that they could realize 
their goals in this country? And if we think it 
can’t happen here because we are so well 
educated, we should ask ourselves just one ques­ 
tion: What are the official figures on the 
division of profits in America in recent years? 
If we don’t know the answer, we are not 
equipped to combat communist propaganda. 
There is another step, and it is even more 
important than the others. Become apathetic 
about Almighty God. Become lazy about religion 
and worship. 
We have been talking about losing freedom. Let 
us now consider what we can do to save freedom. 
Here is a quick summary, in one-two-three 
order, of what we as individuals can do to battle 
communism, the most immediate threat to our 
freedom. 
Know what we are talking about. Study commu­ 
nism. Learn its history, philosophy, and espe­ 
cially its tactics of infiltration and subversion. 
Read at least one book about communism every 
month. 
Study publications of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities and the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee. Learn the names of the 
most prominent domestic communists, sym­ 
pathizers, and “front” organizations. 


Listen to pro-freedom, anticommunist radio 
and television broadcasts, and patronize their 
sponsors. And we must be sure to let the spon­ 
sors know that we approve of their patriotic 
activity. 
Learn the meaning of freedom, and learn how 
and why the personal enterprise system works. 
Get our information organized. The record of 
communist conquest is an example of the triumph 
of dedicated organization over unorganized indif­ 
ference.

Share patriotism with others. Make our con­ 
victions known. Write letters to the editor—not 
just once, but often. Make it clear that we will 
tolerate no nonsense on the issues of subver­ 
sion and the advance of communism. 
Use the power of the purse. Withhold support 
from organizations that support communism, 
regardless of the form their support takes. And 
let them know why we are withholding support. 
Support others in their work against the anti­ 
freedom forces.

At 
this time it is well for us to remember the 
faith of our forefathers. They lived by it, fought 
for it, and died for it. They expressed this 
faith by writing the Declaration of Independence 
that those of us who followed might remember: 
“ .. .with a firm reliance on the Protection of 
divine Providence, we mutually pledge to each 
other our Lives, our Fortunes and Sacred 
Honor.” 
Freedom is a sacred trust and it is our respon­ 
sibility to protect it. It was aptly defined by the 
British statesman, Lloyd George, who said: 
“ Liberty is not merely a privilege to be con­ 
ferred; it is a habit to be acquired.”

tim es,” the Colonel added, “ if 
it is to be controlled by its 
driver, whose life and that of 
others may depend on the max­ 
imum efficiency of one 01 more 
of its parts. If one of them falls 
in the time of need because it 
is in poor condition, danger is 
unavoidable.”

knowledge and 
ideas, and also of the material 
things that make life more plea­ 
sant for us all.” Trade is a 
key to a happier world.

WASHINGTON — The deeper 
you look into the curious fi­ 
nances of Sen. Tom Dodd, D- 
Conn., the less he resembles 
a hardship case who needs con­ 
tributions from his friends to 
leave in a style befitting a 
United States senator. 
According to our estimates, 
he raised over $300,000 during 
the 1961-64 period • more than 
double what he needed to pay 
even his campaign expenses. 
On top of this he called upon 
his contributors to shell out 
still another $100,000 in March, 
1965, to pay off his so-called 
“ campaign deficit.” 
His aides plead that Dodd is 
a poor man who can’t make ends 
meet on his regular income. 
However, 
new 
evidence has 
come to light that Dodd isn't as 
impoverished as he pretends. 
This column has already re­ 
ported that in 1961 he paid taxes 
on an income of $88,031.88, 
which should be enough even for 
a senator to struggle along on. 
He paid no taxes on an addi­ 
tional $54,555.68, which 
he 
raised from a testimonial din­ 
ner and deposited in 
his per­ 
sonal bank account. 
This column also reported 
that $50,000 of his 1961 in­ 
come was paid by the Teamsters 
Union. But when his law part­ 
ners tried to claim part 
of 
this fee, Dodd not only turned 
them down but complained that 
he wasn't collecting enough for 
the use of his name on 
the 
law-firm door. 
“ There will be no Teamster 
fee for anyone else,” he wrote 
to one of the partners, John 
Calvocoressi, on July 2, 1962. 
“ In view of the long struggle I 
went through, borrowing and 
paying interest, and the many 
sacrifices I have had to make 
since that time, I think it is ask­ 
ing too much to expect any 
share of that fee. 
VALUABLE NAME ON DOOR 
“I am sure you will under­ 


stand when I tell you that I have 
made a large contribution to the 
firm, and actually my return 
has been small. It should be 
much larger, and this is some­ 
thing I will have to talk about 
very soon.. 
“I am sure you know as well 
as I do that there is a con­ 
siderable amount of business 
that goes into the office be­ 
cause of m e . . . 
“I am very busy with my 
senate duties, and I have very 
little time to devote to law 
practice. Yet I must supple­ 
ment my income in order to 
provide for my family. 
“ Many men who are in public 
life receive a steady income 
from their law practices be­ 
cause of the value of the asso­ 
ciation. I have never asked for 
such an arrangement, but I must 
increase my income from my 
private law practice. 
“To put it simply, I wish you 
men would sometimes 
think 
about how you can help me.” 
This letter may interest those 
Connecticut voters who 
re­ 
member Dodd’s reply during 
the 1958 campaign to the charge 
that he was a registered agent 
for Guatemala. 
“Of course,” he said, “I will 
not represent the government of 
Guatemala or any other private 
client if I am elected to the 
senate.” 
Back in Connecticut, Dodd’s 
political legman, Ed Sullivan, a 
grizzled, former 
beer -truck 
driver, has also been looking 
for financial opportunities tor 
Dodd. 
It was Sullivan who, in a let­ 
ter dated March 14, 1960, sug- 
gested the testimonial dinner. 
In the same letter, he added 
meaningfully: 
LIQUOR DEALER FEE 
“ This morning I spent 
an 
hour with Jack Kelly (a local 
Democratic leader, 
now 
de­ 
ceased). We had a real good 
talk. I know there is nothing 


Jack wouldn’t do for you, and 
also I know that he can steer 
things your way that would eas­ 
ily solve all your poblems. 
”1 am sure, Tom, this is the 
right move. Your Washington 
income must be added to, and 
you must agree on a plan that 
will do this. You spoke tor an 
engineering outfit. Some little 
attorney came to Jack for them. 
They got what you asked for. 
This is fine if you are in, but 
no good otherwise.” 
In another letter, Sullivan sug­ 
gested that Dodd use his in­ 
fluence to help Johnny Bar­ 
ton, Inc., a Stamford, Conn., 
wholesale liquor dealer. 
“ Oi this deal, I have these 
thoughts,” 
wrote 
Sullivan. 
“ Take a fee or become their 
local attorney (not you I know) 
on a retainer basis. Or rent 
them a warehouse. Or take a 
share of the operation in this 
branch, with a steady income 
(if possible)." 


As it turned out, one 
of

McNamara explained to this 
column that he had earned the 
fee from Barton for saving his 
liquor distributorship. 
“ The senator shared in the 
fee,” said McNamara, explain­ 
ing it was a common practice 
among lawyers. 


By an interesting coincidence, 
Dodd's 
former law partner, 
John Calvocoressi, now hap­ 
pens to serve on the Connecticut 
liquor commission. However, 
McNamara denied that the law 
fee he split with the 
senator 
involved any matter before the 
commission. 
This is just part of the story 
of how Dodd supplemented his 
income.

Suits ask 
For $27,000 


KKH*j£TT — Brydon Ross, 
Dunum county circuit clerk, 
reports that two damage suits 
have been filed in his office— 
one on Tuesday and another on 
Wednesday — totaling $27,000. 
Johnny Miller of Kennett, by 
next friend Terrell Baker, filed 
a suit for $18,000 on Tuesday, 
April 26, against, Robert M. 
Shifley of Kennett. 
The plaintiff states that he 
was the driver of a 1965 Chev­ 
rolet which was proceeding east 
on Washington St. in Kennett 
on April 13 when the vehicle was 
struck by a 1959 Rambler, trav­ 
eling south on North Walnut 
St., driven by the defendant. 
The plaintiff alleges that the 
collision 
was the result of 
careless and negligent acts of 
the defendant who ran a stop 
sign, failed to yield right-of- 
way, 
drove at an excessive 
speed, failed to keep a proper 
lookout and failed to swerve in 
order to avoid the accident. 
Because of the accident the 
plaintiff suffered multiple in­ 
juries, which included a whip­ 
lash to his neck and shoulders 
and torn muscles in his back. 
The suit claims that these in­ 
juries are permanent and pro­ 
gressive and have made him to­ 
tally and permanenUy disabled. 
He 
seeks 
$18,000 judgment 
against the defendant. 
Another suit was filed Wednes­ 
day in which the plaintiffs, Vau- 
dine and Russell Jackson ask 
the court to award them a total 
of $9,500 on two counts against 
Juanita Broyles of Flint, Mich. 
In Count One, Mrs. Jackson 
states that she was operating a‘ 
1963 Bulck on Highway 53 on 
April 4 at a point two miles 
south of the junction with Route 
UU in Butler County when the 
defendant, operating a 
1962 
Chevrolet just behind her ve­ 
hicle, struck the plaintiff's car 
in the rear and caused injuries 
to the plaintiff. 
M rs. Jackson alleges that the 
defendant was traveling at an 
excessive speed, failed to keep 
proper lookout, was following 
too closely and was under the 
influence of intoxicating bever­ 
ages. 
The plaintiff claims she suf­ 
fered 
multiple 
contusions, 
lacerations and abrasions and 
serious neck and back injuries 
which have permanently im­ 
paired and reduced her ability 
to work and enjoy herself and 
caused a loss of wages and 
earnings. She seeks $7,500 in 
judgment. 
In count 
two, Russell Jack­ 
son seeks $2,000 for the loss of 
services and companionship of 
his wife. The suit states also 
that he has been compelled to 
expend, in the past and future, 
sums of money for hospital, 
medical and nursing care for 
his wife.

Several members of the Court 
also 
found 
occasion 
for in­ 
dividual essays in Pointer v. 
Texas, which held that a defen­ 
dant in a State trial had the con­ 
stitutionally protected right to 
cross-exam ine 
the witnesses 
for the prosecution. Ever since 
his dissenting opinion in Adam­ 
son v. California, M rs. Justice 
Black has taken the position that 
the Federal Bill of Rights was 
incorporated 
bodily into the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment, while 
the preponderance of opinion 
has been that only those guar­ 
antees are 
so 
incorporated 
which are "im plicit in the con­ 
cept of ordered liberty." Of 
course, in the vast majority of 
cases, the guarantees of the Bill 
of Rights in the United States 
Constitution are deemed to be 
"im plicit in the concept of or­ 
dered liberty," and therefore 
whether the whole of the Bill 
of Rights or merely its more 
fundamental provisions are ap- 
; pi ted to the States is a purely 
academic inquiry, since the re­ 
sults are the same. It is only 
in cases like Adamson that a 
difference of opinion is likely 
to be found, for the right to 
comment 
on 
a defendant's 
failure to testify for his own 
behalf, invoked there, is really 
only peripheral to the privilege 
against self-incrimination. It 
is doubtful that a State that 
uses the screw and the rack 
on an accused person 
would 
escape condemnation even by 
justices who emphatically re­ 
ject the incorporation theory. 
In writing the opinion of the 
Court in Pointer v. Texas, Mr. 
Justice Black took the occasion 
to state flatly that the Sixth 
Amendment was incorporated 
into the Fourteenth Amendment 


and thus made applicable to the 
States. This provoked a sharp 
opinion by Mr. Justice Harlan, 
who concurred in the result 
on the ground that the right 
of confrontation was a "funda­

No doubt the 
Seventh Amendment, which re­ 
quires jury trial in civil suits 
involving a dispute of $20 or 
more, would be deemed to be 
one of these "non-fundamental" 
provisions. In a brief, separate 
opinion, Mr. Justice Stewart ap­ 
peared to take the same view. 
All of this caused Mr. Justice 
Goldberg to join the fray: " I 
was not on the Court when the 
incorporation issue was joined 
(in) Adamson v. California . . . I 
deem it appropriate to set forth 
briefly 
my view on this sub­ 
ject." He seemed to adopt a 
variation of Mr. Justice Black's 
view, 
in holding that the Su­ 
preme Court could and should 
gradually "absorb" the funda­ 
mental provisions of the Bill 
of Rights into the Fourteenth 
Amendment, much as a blotter 
ink. He never clearly stated 
whether his view was that the 
Bill of Rights had been incor­ 
porated or not, and it would 
appear that in this ink "ab­ 
sorption" process it would be 
for the SiflDreme Court to do 
the writing.

Secretary of State Jam es C. 
Kirkpatrick convened the first 
meeting of his Securities Study 
Commission 
last 
week, 
and 
launched 
into a project to 
strengthen laws governing s e ­ 
curity investment and life in­ 
surance companies and to r e ­ 
view the administrative p ra c­ 
tic e s of the State Division of 
Securities. 
Prompted by recent investiga­ 
tions 
of M issouri investment 
corporations, 
after 
Kirkpat­ 
ric k ’s office issued cease and 
d esist orders to five companies 
sin ce December, the com m is­ 
sion was formed to find b etter 
methods for the state to keep 
tabs on such companies in an 
effort to protect citizens who 
have invested with them. 
The Division of Securities, a 
part of the Secretary of State's 
office, 
has 
no 
investigators, 
Kirkpatrick said. Once a cease 
and desist order has been is ­ 
sued it does not have the p er­ 
sonnel to follow up with an in­ 
vestigation. 
The scope of the com m ission's 
activities will include: 
1. Strengthening the protec­ 
tive provisions of the secu rities 
law s. 
2. Consideration of revising 
the Securities Act, which, e x ­ 
cept for two minor revisions, 
is the same law enacted in 1939. 
3. Considering a raise in the 
division's fee schedule, now one 
of the lowest in the nation, to 
bring it to an equitable level 
with other states. 
4. Review the administrative 
p ractices of the division in light 
of the heavy work load, to d eter­ 
mine if the staff is large enough 
to providq adequate service to 
the state. 
The 
division is one of the 
s ta te 's revenue-producing of­ 
fic e s, but as Kirkpatrick pointed 
out, it has one of the lowest 
fee schedules in the nation. L ast 
year the office collected $ 1 3 9 ,-

old correspondent in the battle 
zone and then flew off. 
Arnett 
moved 
among the 
wounded survivors and with his 
camera and notebook gathered 
one of the notable action stories 
of the war. 
U.S. officials in Saigon denied 
that 
any American armored 
vehicles had been lost to the 
guerrillas 
— until 
Arnett's 
photographs and first-hand ac­ 
count appeared. 
The story of the death of the 
Marine column last August and 
other memorable newsbeats in 
his four years in Viet Nam won 
for Arnett Monday the 1966 Pul­ 
itzer Prize for international re ­ 
porting. 
The announcement came over 
the news wires in Saigon just 
before 5 a.m. and caught Arnett 
sleeping. His colleagues woke 
him up. 
“ For me, a New Zealander, to 
win this greatest of journalistic 
prizes for covering a news story 
as controversial and important 
to the United States as Viet 
Nam reaffirms my faith in the 
tradition of the free American 
press, he said. 
Arnett competed against 
a 
field of more than 300 newsmen 
in Viet Nam. Like the Viet 
Cong, some of them joked, Ar­ 
nett seemed to be everywhere. 
If any reporter made it to a bat­ 
tle area, it was usually Arnett. 
He believes that a reporter 
must experience the sweat and 
danger of a jungle war rather 
than depend on press briefings 
and official communiques in 
Saigon's air-conditioned 
of­ 
fices. 
Arnett often drives a small 
rented car 
on jungle roads 
where Viet Cong are known to 
prowl. On one of these jaunts he 
discovered a U.S. Information 
Agency film crew staging a 
mock battle scene with real 
troops guarding the perimeter 
to prevent an interruption by 
the actual enemy. 
When Arnett's story hit the 
front pages, Washington can­ 
celed the project. 
During the fighting in the la 
Drang Valley last November, 
Arnett risked his life on a patrol 
in Viet Cong territory. 
His account of the valor of

inexperienced Ameri­ 
cans in their first major battle 
of the war was printed through­ 
out the world.

furor, Arnett's account created 
better public understanding of 
the nature of the war. 
Arnett is an outgoing man 
whose easy manne* belies his 
intense drive and dedication. He 
grew up in Riverton, an old 
whaling port on New Zealand's 
south island. He once remarked 
that the only way to leave was 
to go to sea or become a re ­ 
porter. 
At 17, Arnett joined the South­ 
land Times inlnvergil, 16miles 
away, and went to college at 
night. He moved on to the Wel­ 
lington Standard, took steerage 
passage to Australia, and landed 
a job on the Sydney Sun. He 
hoped to make it to London's 
famed newspaper row, Fleet 
Street. 
Leaving Australia in 1958, he 
got as far as Bangkok, Thai­ 
land, where he worked for the 
English - language 
Bangkok 
World. 
The publisher sent him to 
Laos to begin a regional edition 
in Vientiane, the capital, but a 
coup in 1960 cut short the enter­ 
prise.

CHANGING THE TIMES 
The Times of London, a newspaper with which 
the adjectives usually associated are “ good” 
and “ grey,” is almost two centuries old. Pub­ 
lication began in 1785. The paper is rich in 
tradition, and changes are ra re . That’s why it’s 
news that today, Tuesday, May 3, The Tim es 
will begin putting news on Page 1. 
For very near all of its long life The Tim es 
has devoted its front page to classified ad­ 
vertising, including a variety of personal notices, 
which one mem ber of the staff has said, gave 
the newspaper 
“ probably its only personal 
touch.” The other items included birth, death, 
m arriage and legal notices and shipping an­ 
nouncements. 
t 
The Tim es in the late 18th and early 19th 
centuries frequently carried parliam entary r e ­ 
ports alongside the classifieds. Otherwise the 
ads-only rule has been broken only on Nov. 
7, 1805 with a dispatch on the battle of Trafalgar 
and on Jan. 24, 1965 when Sir Winston Churchill 
died. 
The most recent change in the format of the 
London daily was on Oct. 3, 1932, when it 
began using the Tim es New Roman type, designed 
by Stanley Morison. This is now probably one 
of the most widely used type dresses in the 
world. 
The Tim es, which has long been in the Astor 
fam ily—the Hon. Gavin Astor is now controlling 
owner and board chairm an—is not to be con­ 
fused with The Sunday Tim es, owned by the 
Thomson newspaper em pire, or The Financial 
Tim es, which is owned by Financial News 
Ltd. and caters to B ritain’s business com ­ 
munity. For all its influence, The Times has 
a relatively small but constant circulation. Its 
net paid in December 1965 was 254,337, 
a 
drop of about 3,500 from the first six months 
of last year, but considerably ahead of the 
225,213 in January-June 1953. 
The sedate announcement of the Page 1 change 
was carried on March 28. Appropriately enough, 
it appeared on the bottom of Page 10, the main 
news page.

HOW TO LOSE FREEDOM WITHOUT EVEN 
TRYING 
Am ericans are told that their freedom can be 
lost. We should believe this because the evidence 
is plain to see. 
How is freedom lost? It is not difficult. As a 
m atter of fact, it is possible to develop a kind of 
“ do it yourself” kit on losing freedom. There 
are ten easy steps. 
F irst of all, ignore our responsibilities as citi­ 
zens. People who exercise their right to vote 
are impossible to handle when power groups 
try to take over. But when people ignore this 
responsibility, they create a vacuum in the body 
politic. It can be said with certainty that this 
vacuum will be filled by power-hungry minority 
groups. 
The second step is to be a com plainer, not a 
doer. The doers are the natural enemies of 
those who would steal freedom away because 
the doers are apt to know what is actually 
going on in their own backyards, and are most 
likely to oppose anything that is antifreedom. 
Third, stop thinking. Thinkers are always a 
danger to power groups. D ictators know that 
when everyone is thinking alike, no one is think­ 
ing at all. They encourage with every means 
at their command the m indless m ass response 
U>' every important question. As a m atter of 
fact, we could begin by not bothering to find 
out what totalitarianism means. We could also 
begin by taking the attitude that if we ignore 
totalitarianism it will just disappear. Taking 
such an attitude would be a significant step 
toward losing freedom. 
Fourth, avoid becoming well-inform ed. The 
very basis of freedom is an informed public, 
and the first step of any dictator is to devise 
ways of keeping the public ignorant. We might 
get in training for this by listening only to 
light entertainm ent program s on radio and tele­ 
vision and avoiding patriotic discussions of the 
topics of the day. We might also concentrate 
solely on the comic strips in our daily news­ 
papers without reading and analyzing the signifi­ 
cant news. 
As a fifth step, we could try to narrow our 
thinking. We must accept no opinion but our own, 
and demand that everyone who differs with us— 
or who worships differently — should be locked' 
up. People who think and act this way are 
tools in the hands of those who want to deny 
freedom to everyone—including the narrow­ 
minded people them selves. 
In the “ do it yourself” kit for losing freedom, 
step number six is, “ Let George do it.” The 
more we ignore our individual responsibility as 
citizens, the m ore opportunity we leave for 
others to take over. 
Then, as a seventh step, we m ust never speak 
out against injustice. Be apathetic, sit back and 
let the world pass by. If we don’t like what we 
see, we can im itate the ostrich and stick our 
heads in the sand. Everything will be all right 
later. 
Eighth, we must be ignorant of our con­ 
stitutional rights. It’s so much easier to take 
a wav people’s rights when the people don’t

know they have them in the first place. 
The ninth rule is to assume that everything, 
particularly the problems of government, is 
too big and too complicated to understand. 
We must make up our minds that we are just 
a little people, and that big problem s concern- 
" 
ing freedom should be left to big men with the 
brains and experience to understand them. 
Once a sufficient number of people adopt this 
attitude as a way of life then it will be easy 
for the wrong kind of “ big” men to take over. 
Then, as a tenth rule, we must assum e “ It 
can’t happen h e re .” This is the historic step 
toward slavery. The people who felt this way 
laughed at the sm all handful of communists in 
Russia and said that such an absurd little group 
could never assum e power in a vast nation. In 
Italy, the same thing was said about the fascists. 
In Germany, the people were scornful about the 
ridiculous nazis. 
In the United States? How many people look at 
the numerical weakness of the Communist Party 
and laugh at the idea that they could realize 
their goals in this country? And if we think it 
can’t happen here because we are so well 
educated, we should ask ourselves just one ques­ 
tion: What are the official figures on the 
division of profits in America in recent years? 
If we don’t know the answer, we are not 
equipped to combat communist propaganda. 
There is another step, and it is even more 
important than the others. Become apathetic 
about Almighty God. Become lazy about religion 
and worship. 
We have been talking about losing freedom . Let 
us now consider what we can do to save freedom. 
Here is a quick summary, in one-tw o-three 
order, of what we as individuals can do to battle 
communism, the most immediate threat to our 
freedom. 
Know what we are talking about. Study commu­ 
nism. Learn its history, philosophy, and espe­ 
cially its tactics of infiltration and subversion. 
Read at least one book about communism every 
month. 
Study publications of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities and the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee. Learn the nam es of the 
most prominent domestic com m unists, sym­ 
pathizers, and “ front” organizations. 


Listen to pro-freedom , anticommunist radio 
and television broadcasts, and patronize their 
sponsors. And we m ast be sure to let the spon­ 
sors know that we approve of their patriotic 
activity. 
Learn the meaning of freedom, and learn how 
and why the personal enterprise system works. 
Get our information organized. The record of 
communist conquest is an example of the triumph 
of dedicated organization over unorganized indif­ 
ference. 


Share patriotism with others. Make our con­ 
victions known. Write letters to the editor—not 
just once, but often. Make it clear that we will 
tolerate no nonsense on the issues of subver­ 
sion and the advance of communism. 
Use the power of the purse. Withhold support 
from organizations that support communism, 
regardless of the form their support takes. And 
let them know why we are withholding support. 
Support others in their work against the anti­ 
freedom forces. 


Train our children at home to have a firm moral 
and spiritual basis of life. Try to channel the 
exuberance and vigor of youth into the fight to 
save freedom. 
Organize study groups and book review groups 
to discuss anticommunist m aterials. 
Check with bookstores and libraries in our com­ 
munities to find out if pro-freedom books are 
readily available. 
The field is wide for freedom fighters. The 
need is great and immediate. Tomorrow may 
be one day too late to join the fight for free­ 
dom. 
Between the A m erica of yesterday and the 
America of tom orrow stands our generation. To 
us has fallen the duty to perserve the faith, 
honor, strength, and glory that is A m erica. At 
this time it is well for us to rem em ber the 
faith of our forefathers. They lived by it, fought 
for it, and died for it. They expressed this 
faith by writing the Declaration of Independence 
that those of us who followed might rem em ber: 
” .. .with a firm reliance on the Protection of 
divine Providence, we mutually pledge to each 
other our Lives, our Fortunes and Sacred 
Honor.” 
Freedom is a sacred trust and it is our respon­ 
sibility to protect it. It was aptly defined by the 
British statesm an, Lloyd George, who said: 
“ Liberty is not m erely a privilege to be con­ 
ferred; it is a habit to be acquired.”

KEY TO A HAPPIER WORLD 
A lasting peace can be estab­ 
lished and strengthened only

That was the 
substance of a speech made by 
Dr. Herrell DeGraff, president 
of the American Meat Institute, 
at the recent closing of the In­ 
ternational Food Fair in Paris. 
Naturally enough, he stressed 
the role of meat in the world 
trade picture, envisioning “ . ..

And the price problem, which 
in the past has been a barrier 
to this trade, lessens as in­ 
comes continue to rise in West­ 
ern Europe.

luxurious pattern of living-

Dr. DeGraff concluded his talk 
by saying that “ never before 
have we needed so greatly to

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON — The deeper 
you look into the curious fi­ 
nances of Sen. Tom Dodd, D- 
Conn., the less he resembles 
a hardship case who needs con­ 
tributions from his friends to 
leave in a style befitting a 
United States senator. 
According to our estimates, 
he raised over $300,000 during 
the 1961-64 period - more than 
double what he needed to pay 
even his campaign expenses. 
On top of this he called upon 
his contributors to shell out 
still another $100,000 in March, 
1965, to pay off his so-called 
"campaign deficit.” 
His aides plead that Dodd is 
a poor man who can't make ends 
meet on his regular income. 
However, 
new 
evidence has 
come to light that Dodd isn't as 
impoverished as he pretends. 
Ibis column has already re­ 
ported that in 1961 he paid taxes 
on an income of $88,031.88, 
which should be enough even for 
a senator to struggle along on. 
He paid no taxes on an addi­ 
tional $54,555.68, which 
he 
raised from a testimonial din­ 
ner and deposited in his per­ 
sonal bank account. 
This column also reported 
that $50,000 of his 1961 in­ 
come was paid by the Teamsters 
Union. But when his law part­ 
ners tried to claim part 
of 
this fee, Dodd not only turned 
them down but complained that 
he wasn't collecting enough for 
the use of his name on the 
law-firm door. 
"There will be no Teamster 
fee for anyone else,” he wrote 
to one of the partners, John 
Calvocoressi, on July 2, 1962. 
"In view of the long struggle I 
went through, borrowing and 
paying interest, and the many 
sacrifices I have had to make 
since that time, I think It is ask­ 
ing too much to expect any 
share of that fee. 
VALUABLE NAME ON DOOR 
"I am sure you will under­ 


stand when I tell you that I have 
made a large contribution to the 
firm, and actually my return 
has been small. It should be 
much larger, and this is some­ 
thing I will have to talk about 
very soon.. 
"I am sure you know as well 
as I do that there is a con­ 
siderable amount of business 
that goes into the office be­ 
cause of me. . . 
"I am very busy with my 
senate duties, and I have very 
little time to devote to law 
practice. Yet I must supple­ 
ment my income in order to 
provide for my family. 
"Many men who are in public 
life receive a steady income 
from their law practices be­ 
cause of the value of the asso­ 
ciation. I have never asked for 
such an arrangement, but I must 
increase my income from my 
private law practice. 
"To put it simply, I wish you 
men would sometimes think 
about how you can help me.” 
This letter may interest those 
Connecticut voters who 
re­ 
member Dodd’s reply during 
the 1958 campaign to the charge 
that he was a registered agent 
for Guatemala. 
"Of course,” he said, "I will 
not represent the government of 
Guatemala or any other private 
client if I am elected to the 
senate.” 
Back in Connecticut, Dodd's 
political legman, Ed Sullivan, a 
grizzled, former beer -truck 
driver, has also been looking 
for financial opportunities for 
Dodd. 
It was Sullivan who, in a let­ 
ter dated March 14, 1960, sug­ 
gested the testimonial dinner. 
In the same letter, he added 
meaningfully: 
LIQUOR DEALER FEE 
"This morning I spent 
an 
hour with Jack Kelly (a local 
Democratic leader, now de­ 
ceased). We had a real good 
talk. I know there is nothing 


Jack wouldn't do for you, and 
also I know that he can steer 
things your way that would eas­ 
ily solve all your poblems. 
” 1 am sure, Tom, this is the 
right move. Your Washington 
income must be added to, and 
you must agree on a plan that 
will do this. You spoke for an 
engineering outfit. Some little 
attorney came to Jack for them. 
They got what you asked for. 
This is fine if you are in, but 
no good otherwise.” 
In another letter, Sullivan sug­ 
gested that Dodd use his in­ 
fluence to help Johnny Bar­ 
ton, Inc., a Stamford, Conn., 
wholesale liquor dealer. 
"On this deal, I have these 
thoughts,” 
wrote 
Sullivan. 
"Take a fee or become their 
local attorney (not you I know) 
on a retainer basis. Or rent 
them a warehouse. Or take a 
share of the operation in this 
branch, with a steady income 
(if possible).” 
As it turned out, one 
of 
Dodd's 
campaign managers, 
Paul V. McNamara, was 
re­ 
tained by Johnny Barton. Mc­ 
Namara sent the senator at 
least one check, No. 3332. dated 
December 17, 1964, for $3,750 
from Barton. 
McNamara explained to this 
column that he had earned the 
fee from Barton for saving his 
liquor distributorship. 
"The senator shared in the 
fee,” said McNamara, explain­ 
ing it was a common practice 
among lawyers. 
By an interesting coincidence, 
Dodd's 
former law partner, 
John Calvocoressi, now hap­ 
pens to serve on the Connecticut 
liquor commission. However, 
McNamara denied that the law 
fee he split with the senator 
involved any matter before the 
commission. 
This is just part of the story 
of how Dodd supplemented his 
income.

CHANGING THE TIMES 
The Times of London, a newspaper with which 
the adjectives usually associated are “ good*' 
and “ grey,” is almost two centuries old. Pub­ 
lication began in 1785. The paper is rich in 
tradition, and changes are rare. That’s why it’s 
news that today, Tuesday, May 3, The Times 
will begin putting news on Page I. 
For very near all of its long life The Times 
has devoted its front page to classified ad­ 
vertising, including a variety of personal notices, 
which one member of the staff has said, gave 
the newspaper “probably its only personal 
touch.” The other items included birth, death, 
marriage and legal notices and shipping an­ 
nouncements. 
»[ i * 
The Times in the late 18th and early 19th 
centuries frequently carried parliamentary re­ 
ports alongside the classifieds. Otherwise the 
ads-only rule has been broken only on Nov. 
7, 1805 with a dispatch on the battle of Trafalgar 
and on Jan. 24, 1965 when Sir Winston Churchill 
died. 
The most recent change in the format of the 
London daily was on Oct. 3, 1932, when it 
began using the Times New Roman type, designed 
by Stanley Morison. This is now probably one 
of the most widely used type dresses in the 
world. 
The Times, which has long been in the Astor 
family—the Hon. Gavin Astor is now controlling 
owner and board chairman—is not to be con­ 
fused with The Sunday Times, owned by the 
Thomson newspaper empire, or The Financial 
Times, which is owned by Financial News 
Ltd. and caters to Britain’s business com­ 
munity. For all its influence. The Times has 
a relatively small but constant circulation. Its 
net paid in December 1965 was 254,337, 
a 
drop of about 3,500 from the first six months 
of last year, but considerably ahead of the 
225,213 in January-June 1953. 
The sedate announcement of the Page I change 
was carried on March 28. Appropriately enough, 
it appeared on the bottom of Page IO, the main 
news page.

HOW TO LOSE FREEDOM WITHOUT EVEN 
TRYING 
Americans are told that their freedom can be 
lost. We should believe this because the evidence 
is plain to see. 
How is freedom lost? It is not difficult. As a 
matter of fact, it is possible to develop a kind of 
“do it yourself” kit on losing freedom. There 
are ten easy steps. 
First of ail, ignore our responsibilities as citi­ 
zens. People who exercise their right to vote 
are impossible to handle when power groups 
try to take over. But when people ignore this 
responsibility, they create a vacuum in the body 
politic. It can be said with certainty that this 
vacuum will be filled by power-hungry minority 
groups. 
The second step is to be a complainer, not a 
doer. The doers are the natural enemies of 
those who would steal freedom away because 
the doers are apt to know what is actually 
going on in their own backyards, and are most 
likely to oppose anything that is antifreedom. 
Third, stop thinking. Thinkers are always a 
danger to power groups. Dictators know that 
when everyone is thinking alike, no one is think­ 
ing at all. They encourage with every means 
at their command the mindless mass response 
to every important question. As a matter of 
fact, we could begin by not bothering to find 
out what totalitarianism means. We could also 
begin by taking the attitude that if we ignore 
totalitarianism it will just disappear. Taking 
such an attitude would be a significant step 
toward losing freedom. 
Fourth, avoid becoming well-informed. The 
very basis of freedom is an informed public, 
and the first step of any dictator is to devise 
ways of keeping the public ignorant, V\e might 
get in training for this by listening only to 
light entertainment programs on radio and tele­ 
vision and avoiding patriotic discussions of the 
topics of the day. We might also concentrate 
solely on the comic strips in our daily news­ 
papers without reading and analyzing the signifi­ 
cant news. 
As a fifth step, we could try to narrow our 
thinking. We must accept no opinion but our own, 
and demand that everyone who differs with us— 
or who worships differently — should be locked' 
up. People who think and act this way are 
tools in the hands of those who want to deny 
freedom to everyone—including the narrow­ 
minded people themselves, 
In the “do it yourself” kit for losing freedom, 
step number six is, “ Let George do it.” The 
more we ignore our individual responsibility as 
citizens, the more opportunity we leave for 
others to take over. 
Then, as a seventh step, we must never speak 
out against injustice. Be apathetic, sit back and 
let the world pass by. If we don’t like what we 
see, we can imitate the ostrich and stick our 
heads in the sand. Everything will be all right 
later. 
Eighth, we must be ignorant of our con­ 
stitutional rights. It’s so much easier to take 
away people’s rights when the people don’t 


know they have them in the first place. 
The ninth rule is to assume that everything, 
particularly the problems of government, is 
too big and too complicated to understand. 
We must make up our minds that we are just 
a little people, and that big problems concern­ 
ing freedom should be left to big men with the 
brains and experience to understand them. 
Once a sufficient number of people adopt this 
attitude as a way of life then it will be easy 
for the wrong kind of “ big” men to take over. 
Then, as a tenth rule, we must assume “ It 
can’t happen here.” This is the historic step 
toward slavery. The people who felt this way 
laughed at the small handful of communists in 
Russia and said that such an absurd little group 
could never assume power in a vast nation. In 
Italy, the same thing was said about the fascists. 
In Germany, the people were scornful about the 
ridiculous nazis. 
In the United States? How many people look at 
the numerical weakness of the Communist Party 
and laugh at the idea that they could realize 
their goals in this country? And if we think it 
can’t happen here because we are so well 
educated, we should ask ourselves just one ques­ 
tion: What are the official figures on the 
division of profits in America in recent years? 
If we don’t know the answer, we are not 
equipped to combat communist propaganda. 
There is another step, and it is even more 
important than the others. Become apathetic 
about Almighty God. Become lazy about religion 
and worship. 
We have been talking about losing freedom. Let 
us now consider what we can do to save freedom. 
Here is a quick summary, in one-two-three 
order, of what we as individuals can do to battle 
communism, the most immediate threat to our 
freedom. 
Know what we are talking about. Study commu­ 
nism. Learn its history, philosophy, and espe­ 
cially its tactics of infiltration and subversion. 
Read at least one book about communism every 
month. 
Study publications of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities and the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee. Learn the names of the 
most prominent domestic communists, sym­ 
pathizers, and “front” organizations. 


Listen to pro-freedom, anticommunist radio 
and television broadcasts, and patronize their 
sponsors. And we mast be sure to let the spon­ 
sors know that we approve of their patriotic 
activity. 
Learn the meaning of freedom, and learn how 
and why the personal enterprise system works. 
Get our information organized. The record of 
communist conquest is an example of the triumph 
of dedicated organization over unorganized indif­ 
ference. 


Share patriotism with others. Make our con­ 
victions known. Write letters to the editor—not 
just once, but often. Make it clear that we will 
tolerate no nonsense on the issues of subver­ 
sion and the advance of communism. 
Use the power of the purse. Withhold support 
from organizations that support communism, 
regardless of the form their support takes. And 
let them know why we are withholding support. 
Support others in their work against the anti- 
freedom forces. 


Train our children at home to have a firm moral 
and spiritual basis of life. Try to channel the 
exuberance and vigor of youth into the fight to 
save freedom. 
Organize study groups and book review groups 
to discuss anticommunist materials. 
Check with bookstores and libraries in our com­ 
munities to find out if pro-freedom books are 
readily available. 
The field is wide for freedom fighters. The 
need is great and immediate. Tomorrow may 
be one day too late to join the fight for free­ 
dom. 
Between the America of yesterday and the 
America of tomorrow stands our generation. To 
us has fallen the duty to perserve the faith, 
honor, strength, and glory that is America. At 
this time it is well for us to remember the 
faith of our forefathers. They lived by it, fought 
for it, and died for it. They expressed this 
faith by writing the Declaration of Independence 
that those of us who followed might remember: 
“ .. .with a firm reliance on the Protection of 
divine Providence, we mutually pledge to each 
other oar Lives, our Fortunes and Sacred 
Honor.” 
Freedom is a sacred trust and it is our respon­ 
sibility to protect it. It was aptly defined by the 
British statesman, Lloyd George, who said: 
“ Liberty is not merely a privilege to be con­ 
ferred; it is a habit to be acquired.” 
* * *

His aides plead that Dodd Is 
a poor man who can't make ends 
meet on his regular income.

impoverished as he pretends. 
This column has already re­ 
ported that in 1961 he paid taxes 
on an income of $88,031.88, 
which should be enough even for 
a senator to struggle along on.

Dodd’s 
campaign managers, 
Paul V, McNamara, was

tained by Johnny Barton. Mc­ 
Namara sent the senator at 
IM S OM chock, No. 3332,dated 
December 17, 1964, for $3,750 
from Barton. 
McNamara explained to this 
column that he had earned the 
fee from Barton for saving his 
liquor distributorship. 
"The senator shared In the 
fee," said McNamara, explain­ 
ing it was a common practice 
among lawyers. 


By an Interesting coincidence, 
DoiM'b 
former la* partner, 
John Calvocoressl, now hap­ 
pens to serve on the Connecticut 
liquor commission. However, 
McNamara denied that the law 
fee he spilt with the 
senator 
involved any matter before die 
commission. 
This is just part of the story 
of how Dodd supplemented his 
Income.

way, 
drove at an

speed, failed to keep a proper 
lookout and failed to swerve in 
order to avoid the accident. 
Because of the accident the 
plaintiff suffered multiple in­ 
juries, which included a whip­ 
lash to his neck and shoulders 
and torn muscles in his back. 
The suit claims that these in­ 
juries are permanent and pro­ 
gressive and have made him to­ 
tally and permanently disabled. 
He 
seeks 
$18,000 judgment 
against the defendant. 
Another suit was filed Wednes­ 
day in which the plaintiffs, Vau- 
dine and Russell Jackson ask 
the court to award them a total 
of $9,500 on two counts against 
Juanita Broyles of Flint, Mich. 
In Count One, Mrs. Jackson 
states that she was operating a' 
1963 Buick on Highway 53 on 
April 4 at a point two miles 
south of the junction with Route 
UU in Butler County when the 
defendant, operating a 
1962 
Chevrolet just behind her ve­ 
hicle, struck the plaintiffs car 
in the rear and caused injuries 
to the plaintiff. 
Mrs. Jackson alleges that the 
defendant was traveling at an 
excessive speed, failed to keep 
proper lookout, was following 
too closely and was under the 
Influence of intoxicating bever­ 
ages. 
The plaintiff claims she suf­ 
fered 
multiple 
contusions, 
lacerations and abrasions and 
serious neck and back injuries 
which have permanently Im­ 
paired and reduced her ability 
to work and enjoy herself and 
caused a loss of wages and 
earnings. She seeks $7,500 In 
judgment. 
In count 
two, Russell Jack ­ 
son seeks $2,000 for the loss of 
services and companionship of 
his wife. The suit states also 
that he has been compelled to 
expend, In the past and future, 
sums of money for hospital, 
medical and nursing care for 
his wife.

Several members of the Court 
also 
found 
occasion 
for in­ 
dividual essays in Pointer v. 
Texas, which held that a defen­ 
dant in a State trial had the con­ 
stitutionally protected right to 
cross-examine 
the witnesses 
for the prosecution. Ever since 
his dissenting opinion in Adam­ 
son v. California, Mrs. justice 
Black has taken the position that 
the Federal Bill of Rights was 
incorporated 
bodily into the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment, while 
the preponderance of opinion 
has been that only those guar­ 
antees are 
so 
incorporated 
which are “ implicit in the con­ 
cept of ordered liberty." Of 
course, in the vast majority of 
cases, the guarantees of the Bill 
of Rights in the United States 
Constitution are deemed to be 
“ implicit in the concept of or­ 
dered liberty," and therefore 
whether the whole of the Bill 
of Rights or merely its more 
fundamental provisions are ap­ 
plied to the States is a purely 
academic inquiry, since the re­ 
sults are the same. It is only 
in cases like Adamson that a 
difference of opinion is likely 
to be found, for the right to 
comment 
on 
a defendant's 
failure to testify for his own 
behalf, invoked there, is really 
only peripheral to the privilege 
against self-incrimination. It 
is doubtful that a State that 
uses the screw and the rack 
on an 
accused person 
would 
escape condemnation even by 
justices who emphatically re­ 
ject the incorporation theory. 
In writing the opinion of the 
Court in Pointer v. Texas, Mr. 
Justice Black took the occasion 
to state flatly that the Sixth 
Amendment was incorporated 
into the Fourteenth Amendment 


and thus made applicable to the 
States. This provoked a sharp 
opinion by Mr. justice Harlan, 
who concurred in the result 
on the ground that the right 
of confrontation was a “ funda­ 
mental" one, and thus pro­ 
tected 
by 
the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment. His position was 
that to adopt the “ incorporation 
theory," in whole or in part 
( “ selectively"), 
would break 
down the federal system, by 
forcing the States to conform 
to 
Supreme 
Court-created 
methods of enforcing “ funda­ 
mental" guarantees, and like­ 
wise requiring the States to 
adopt procedures or portions 
of the Bill of Rights which are 
not fundamental. No doubt the 
Seventh Amendment, which re­ 
quires jury trial in civil suits 
involving a dispute of $20 or 
more, would be deemed to be 
one of these “ non-fundamental" 
provisions. In a brief, separate 
opinion, Mr. Justice Stewart ap­ 
peared to take the same view. 
All of this caused Mr. Justice 
Goldberg to join the fray: “ I 
was not on the Court when the 
incorporation issue was joined 
(in) Adamson v. California . . . I 
deem it appropriate to set forth 
briefly 
my view on this sub­ 
je c t." He seemed to adopt a 
variation of Mr. Justice Black's 
view, 
in holding that the Su­ 
preme Court could and should 
gradually “ absorb" the funda­ 
mental provisions of the Bill 
of Rights into the Fourteenth 
Amendment, much as a blotter 
ink. He never clearly stated 
whether his view was that the 
Bill of Rights had been incor­ 
porated or not, and it would 
appear that in this ink “ ab­ 
sorption" process it would be 
for the Supreme Court to do 
the writing.

Several members of the Court 
also found occasion for in­ 
dividual essays in Pointer v. 
Texas, which held that a defen­ 
dant In a State trial had the con­ 
stitutionally protected right to 
cross-examine the witnesses 
for the prosecution. Ever since 
his dissenting opinion in Atkin­ 
son v. California, Mrs. justice 
Black has taken the position that 
the Federal BUI of Rights was 
Incorporated 
bodily into the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment, while 
the preponderance of opinion 
has been that only those guar­ 
antees are 
so Incorporated 
which are "Implicit In the con­ 
cept of ordered liberty/* Of 
course, In the vast majority of 
cases, the guarantees of the Bill 
of Rights in the United States 
Constitution are deemed to be

(In) Adamson v. California . .. I 
deem it appropriate to set forth 
briefly 
my view on this sub­ 
ject." He seemed to adopt a 
variation of Mr. Justice Black’s

He never clearly stated 
whether his view was that the 
Bill of Rights had been Incor­ 
porated or not, and it would 
appear that In this Ink "ab­ 
sorption" process It would be 
for the Supreme Court to do 
the writing.
